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Council facing possible litigation by Heflins 


Perhaps the heaviest news at the Sierra Madre 
City Council meeting came when William D. Ross, 
an attorney representing the Michael Heflins, re¬ 
quested information as to whether they should “go 
forward with possible settlement or go forward with 
litigation” concerning Ordinances 1054 and 1054A, 
hillside development standards. 

Ross said the case was filed May 7, 1990 and 
on two occassions. May 16 and June 15, the city 
had had an opportunity to consider either of the 
resolutions and had rejected settlement. 

Mayor George Maurer requested that Jim Mc- 
Rea, city administrator, respond. McRea said, “We 
have met concerning discussion of settlements and if 
appropriate it will be placed on the agenda the next 
best time which would be Aug. 14 ” 

Lee Cline also asked the counrii of the status 
of recodifying the city code and Ma'.rer said it would 
appear on the next agenda of the oierra Madre 
City Council. 


In other action, the council approved the Cen¬ 
tral Business District Seismic Program which will 
provide $30,000 to offset a portion of the indi¬ 
vidual cost of the seismic analysis within the city. 
Ordinance 1059, adopted Dec. 12, 1989, provides 
for mandatory compliance and a 30-day opportunity 
for merchants and property owners of affected 
structures (last count in Sierra Madre was over 50 
buildings needing seismic assistance) to participate 
in a joint program to provide a one-time analysis 
for their structures by one cooperative study. 

Funds will be available to offset costs in the 
form of a rebate to those who have already 
begun compliance rehabilitation. 

The council requested at Tuesday evening’s 
meeting that the Design Review Committee of 
Main Street, acting as a task force, with an addi¬ 
tional traffic engineer, attack study of the planters 
immediately. 

Concerning the recycling and economic develop¬ 


ment task forces and the parking committee, the 
council is waiting for more volunteers to offer their 
time before continuing with other appointments. 

Twenty percent of the asphalt-rubber application 
on the recently repaved streets is made of recycled 
rubber tires which amounts to approximately 11,588 
scrap tires. These streets include Carter Ave., 
Hermosa Ave., Lima St., Mariposa Ave., West 
Mira Monte Ave., Olive Ave., and Woodland Dr. 

The street and water projects are complete ex¬ 
cept for cleanup, according to Steven Jones, pro¬ 
ject coordinator. 

Completion date of the Mariposa parking lot 
was set at September, 1990. 

Sierra Madre Police Chief Bill Betts appeared 
before the council to request a traffic counter 
which would have a two-fold duty: studies of vehicle 
counts and speed. The machine would replace sev¬ 
eral man hours of doing the job by hand count.

Shollenberger suggests water problems lie in formula 


Is there any hope that Sierra Madre may be 
able to find a solution to its water problems 
which at least one councilmember has labeled 
“serious?” 

One person who is optimistic about the possi¬ 
bility regarding both a short- and long-term solu¬ 
tion is Tom Shollenberger, Sierra Madrean and 
long-time member of the Raymond Basin Man¬ 
agement Board until his recent transfer to the Rancho 
Cucamonga County Water District as its General 
Manager. 

He is convinced Sierra Madre has a plentiful 
supply of water and our entire problem rests with 
the formula applied by the Raymond Basin water- 
master to the water we spread each year. 

Water from both Big and Little Santa Anita 
Canyons is placed in our 19 spreading basins each 
year and in some wet years has amounted to as 
much as 4500 acre feet. 

In addition, according to City Administrator 
Jim McRea, as much as 1200 acre feet comes from 
our tunnels in good years, going directly into our 
system without first being spread and thereby not 
being subjected to any “penalties.” 

Our allotted pumping right in our Raymond 
Basin is 1764 acre feet, with a 10 percent leeway, 
or 176 additional acre feet. 

We have needed up to 2600 acre feet of water 
a year, so our tunnel water alone, in a good year, 
could more than provide enough for our needs, 
added to our 1764 acre feet of basin pumping 
rights, with no need to spread any water. 

In wet years we have ended up with as much as 
6100 acre feet of stored water credit, a bonus 
for the Raymond Basin which is shared by Arca¬ 
dia, La Canada, Alhambra, Pasadena and 12 other 
agencies. 

If we could carry that over as stored water 
against dry cycles we would have no problem, but 
the watermaster’s formula allows us credit for only 
about half of what we originally spread, deducting 
the other 50 percent for evaporation and outflow 
into the lower San Gabriel Basin. 

Obviously, we have not been able to keep the 
credit, so we have sold excess water to Arcadia, 
up to 1500 acre feet a year, rather than simply 
let the credit be “penalized” away. 

What put us in real trouble was having to spread 
our tunnel water while the tunnels were out of com¬ 
mission during two dry years when surface run-otf 
spreading was minimal, subjecting the tunnel water 
to the formula “penalties,” when normally it is free 
and clear. 

Shollenberger says that the Raymond Basin 
rights are not well defined. The formula is simply 
an administrative restriction or limitation. “It has 
nothing to do with supply. The supply (in the Ray-

mond Basin) is pretty adequate at this time.” 

He feels our formula should be changed and 
that if we press hard enough we have a good chance 
of getting that. 

He stated in a recent San ciabriel Valley 
Municipal Water District meeting on Sierra .Madre’s 
problem that "the answer is going to lie somewhere 
in the numbers game where an agreement can be 
worked out ... to allow (Sierra Madre) not to be 
debited . . . with evaporation and outtlow charges 
and possibly carry that water over for long periods 
of time.” 


He mentioned the possibility of a further agree¬ 
ment wherein the district might spread water in the 
San Gabriel Basin which would be credited to Sierra 
Madre’s account in the Raymond Basin without any 
actual transfer via pipeline, well or whatever. 

One of the strtmgest items to come out at the 
meeting was the fact that the San Gabriel Basin 
waiermaster apparently makes no allowances for 
leakage from the Raymond Basin so, as one director 
put it, “that water just disappears.” Nobody gets 
credit for it. The director, Joe Reichenberger of

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Recycling — 
way of life 
in today’s 
world 

We all know recycling is good for 
the environment because it saves land¬ 
fill space. But recycling saves great 
amounts of energy, too. That’s because 
making a new product with scrap or 
recyclable materials, such as used 
metals, paper or plastics, requires a lot 
less energy than making the same pro¬ 
ducts from virgin raw materials. 

American scrap recycling industries 
handled almost 9 million automobiles 
for recycling. That’s more domestic 
cars than the U.S. auto industry pro¬ 
duced that year. 

Scrap paper dealers processed 26 
million tons of used paper and paper- 
board, then prepared it for mills to 
manufacture into new paper products. 
That’s equivalent to the amount of pa¬ 
per the New York Times would have 
used to print the Sunday edition over 
58 years. 

Scrap recyclers handled almost 3 
million tons of scrap aluminum last 
year, including 752,000 tons of used 
beverage cans. That works out to 
63,356 aluminum beverage cans recycled 
each minute of the year.

Clark unhappy 
with series; 
reporter responds 

^ I would like to res¬ 
pond to a recent article 
in the Sierra Madre 
News concerning the 
city's relationship with 
the San Gabriel Val¬ 
ley Municipal Water 
District. 

Some of the state¬ 
ments are true — the tax¬ 
payers of the city have 
invested a substantial 
amount for a supple¬ 
mental water supply; the 
city has never received 
any water from the dis¬ 
trict and there is not, at 
this moment, a con¬ 
nection to provide 
supplemental water for 
an emergency supply. 

However, some of the 
statements are not true 
and are misleading to the 
citizens. The district 
Board of Directors 
has had a representative 
from Sierra Madre, 
including some very 
competent and concern¬ 
ed citizens, including 
Dr. David Wood, 
Perry Brown, Ed Wag- 
ne.r, Barney West- 
kamper, Ralph Rule and 
your current repre¬ 
sentative, Charlie Corp. 
Each of them has par¬ 
ticipated in all of the 
deliberations con¬ 
cerning the Sierra 
Madre water supply. 
The City of Sierra Madre 
does face some unusual 
problems inasmuch as 
they have no water rights 
in the San Gabriel Ba¬ 
sin, as do the other 
three cities in the dis¬ 
trict. There are ways to 
compensate however, 
through exchange agree¬ 
ments between the 
Main San Gabriel 
Basin and the Ray¬ 
mond Basin. I have 
been a member of 
the district board since 
1%3 and have on any 
number of occasions 
been involved in plans 
for Sierra Madre. In 
the late ’60s a plan was 
prepared for a direct 
pipeline from Azusa to 
Sierra Madre. Sometime 
later in the ’70s the 
district negotiated for 
the purchase of property 
in the Michillinda area 
for drilling a well and 
installing a pipeline 
to Sierra Madre. More

because nobody has any 
water. 

"There have been all 
kinds of schemes and 
plans over the years, 
but nobody did any¬ 
thing about them — ei¬ 
ther the city or the 
district. It was all Just 
talk and nobody took it 
seriously. 

"The district worked 
out a deal with MWD 
(Metropolitan Water 
District) for Alhambra, 
but has never done so 
for us. ” 

He feels the City 
Council is right to 
put pressure on the 
district to solve our 
problem once and for 
all. 

He noted that various 
"negotiations" with Ar¬ 
cadia and even Monrovia 
as well as the Michil¬ 
linda property have 
taken place over 
the years, but pointed 
out that "nothing 
ever came of it ” 

"In view of all the 
money we ’ve paid so far 
and will continue to 
pay on the district’s bond 
issue it is not doing 
enough for us. So far 
we have Just been subsi¬ 
dizing the other three 
cities. ” 

Westkamer feels the 
district should make a 
deal with Arcadia to 
secure water from the 
MWD turnout on Grand¬ 
view at Santa A nita. 

He stated that the 
city had voted against 
the district’s SI7.5 million 
bond issue. It also voted 
to Join MWD in the dis¬ 
trict’s election on the 
matter, made application 
to the Local .Agency- 
Formation Commission 
to unilaterally leave 
the district and contracted 
for extensive studies of 
how we could leave the 
district and Join MWD. 
Westkamper noted that 
the late Ralph Rule, 
another former Sierra 
Madre representative 


to the district, was a 
member of the City 
Council which felt such a 
move was in our best 
interest. 

Rule stated in an arti¬ 
cle published in The 
News in 1985, "We tried 
to get out of the dis¬ 
trict a number of times. 
We made numerous over¬ 
tures to MWD, without 
success. In my opinion, 
we never should have 
Joined and our chances 
of gelling water to 
Sierra Madre, I believe, 
are remote. ” 

These actions and 
statements would seem 
to indicate long-standing 
concern, on the part of 
both the citizens and 
officials involved, 
over the relationship. 

Dr. David Wood, our 
representative during 
the district’s earliest 
years, stated that he 
was not conversant 
enough with current 
activities of the district 
to comment. He recalls 
that in the 1960s the 
district proposed 
drilling a well in the 
San Gabriel Basin and 
budding a pipeline to 
Sierra Madre, but the City 
Council at that time 
"did not respond in a 
positive way." He 
does not recall how much 
of the project was to be 
financed by the district 
and how much by the 
city. 

He pointed to our 
current representative’s 
(Charles Corp) optimistic 
view of the district’s 
intentions now in re¬ 
gard to a possible e.x- 
change of water as a 
positive sign. 

The facts and opinions 
of those who have been 
and are involved in the 
matter, as outlined in 
the continuing series 
of articles, are not in¬ 
tended to be "critical" 
or otherwise. They are, 
simply, a recitation of 
facts and opinions ex¬ 
pressed by those seeking 
solutions to Sierra 
.Madre’s water problems. 

Undoubtedly- the 
’ 'criticism ” will 
cease if and when the 
district finds and acts 
on a solution.

If you want to spend a leisurely evening, 
come once a month to the Planning Commis¬ 
sion meeting at City Hall.

“The good news for downtowns during the 
next 10 years is that perhaps as many as 20 
percent of all regional malls will close. The 
bad news is that most downtown business 
associations, Chambers of Commerce and City 
Councils are not preparing to take advantage of 
the customers’ inclination to return downtown.” 
With that introduction, a panel of presenters 
at last month’s League of California Cities 
sponsored Downtown Revitalization Conference 
discussed factors that will influence downtown 
redevelopment in the near future. 

Much of what they said is not new. Con¬ 
sumers are tired of sameness. They can stand in 
lines, be ignored, listen to excuses and generally 
have a poor shopping experience in any mall. 
They don’t, and won’t, return to downtown 
for the opportunity to have that same ex¬ 
perience. 

Today’s customer has more money, less 
time to spend it and is looking for a unique 
shopping experience. Hometown loyalty is not 
dead. But, if downtown businesses want their 
neighbors to do business with them, they have 
to earn it. Like 1 said, some things never 


change. 

The panel listed some rather common¬ 
place but important conditions as threats to 
success from within. Image is important. W'hat 
do the buildings look like? Are they in good 
repair? Do many need a fresh coat of paint? 
Does it look like the property owner and busi¬ 
ness inside are thriving or does it look like 
they are ready for the “going out of business 
sign? 

Are the windows filled with last year’s 
merchandise, cobwebs and sun-faded displays? 
Can you see in the windows? Are they so plas¬ 
tered with signs the customer has to hunt for a 
clear space? Does the inside layout invite cus¬ 
tomers to browse, or does its confused state 
signal the shopper to go elsewhere? 

Not all threats listed rest on the business¬ 
man’s shoulders. Shoppers want an enjoyable, 
convenient environment. They may walk five 
blocks from the parking lot of a mall to get in¬ 
side but they won’t drive up and down main 
street to find a vacant parking place. And. once 
out of the car they want to feel safe. If their 
feet get tired or they Just want to relax for a 
minute, does the public street-scape invite them 
to linger. Can they sit down, is there any 
shade? 

All the speakers agreed that creating an 
image is basically a question of maintenance 
and time. Regular attention to small details 
with incremental small steps gets the job done. 
Their closing thought: “Successful downtowns 
only result when there is a mutual sharing of 
responsibility by the public and private sectors. 
Neither can expect the other to do all the work, 
invest all the money and take all the public 
criticism.” We’re in this thing together, for 
better for worse, v hether we like it or not.

The Great Impostor 

Rayon is often treated so it has a 
smooth and lustrous finish which gives it 
the look and feel of silk. 

Rayon is very sensitive to water. Many 
dyes applied to rayon are not colorfast and 
wilf bleed which causes a shading to oc¬ 
cur upon contact with moisture. In addi¬ 
tion. manufacturers often add sizing to 
rayon in order to achieve a desired body or 
drape. Some sizings are water-soluable 
and washing will distort the shape of the 
garment. 

Drycleaning is recommended for 
most rayon garments because a profes¬ 
sional drycleaner is able to solve most of 
these problems. However, some garments 
whose care label reads "dryclean only" 
contain dyes and sizings that are water 
soluble. 

Never try to remove a stain from rayon 
without first pretesting the fabric. Wet a 
small piece of the garment on an unexpos¬ 
ed seam and allow it to air dry. If no dye or 
sizing change occurs, small stains may be 
removed in this way. Large stains should 
always be taken to an IFI member profes¬ 
sional drycleaner.

Monterey Park, said, ‘‘To me that would be the d 
answer, somehow (for Sierra Madre) to get recogni- d 
tion for that credit.” 

Sierra Madre ‘‘really does not need any help,” 
Shollenberger said. ‘‘They can meet all their de- s 
mands . . . they have the water to do it, (but) f 
they get penalized.” * 

He suggested Sierra Madre request a committee ' 
be formed by the Raymond Basin Management i 
Board to look into the matter and come up with some I 
answers. This was accomplished at the board’s 

July meeting. ’ 

Sierra Madre might agree, in exchange for a 
more favorable formula, not to sell water to Arcadia 
until two years or normal water supply for Sierra 
Madre is in reserve, he added as another possi¬ 
bility. 

He believes the Raymond Basin Management 
Board is a reasonable group of people and are 
willing to consider a solution to Sierra Madre s 
problem. 

However, he stated, ‘‘It would behoove the city 
to maintain a high profile on this.” 

The questions remain — if, as Shollenberger 
says, we have plenty of water and need only a 
change in the way we get credit for it; if we succeed 
in getting that and have no need for additional 
water — why do we have to stay in the San Gab¬ 
riel Valley Municipal Water District? 

Isn’t there a way we can sever our ties with what 
many Sierra Madreans have come to consider an 
albatross that has cost us dearly, seems unable to 
help us and, as it would appear, we possibly don t 
need anyway? 

So far, nobody has the answers to these po¬ 
tent questions, but more and more people are asking 

them. . 

In future articles we will look at the requests 

currently circulating among City Councilmembers 
and members of the district board for help from 
the district in solving our problem, and the plan to 
be submitted by the city this month to the Raymond 
Basin Management Board for a more favorable 
formula on our water allotment. _ j ^

The new play at the 
Mark Taper Forum is

It concerns the 
Tuskegee Study of 
Syphilis in the Un¬ 
treated Negro Male 
which lasted from 1932 
to 1972, at which time 
the study was called to 
account for its failure to 
gain the informed con¬ 
sent of its subjects. 
.A call had gone out 
offering free medical 
care to those who had 
what was called "bad 
blood" in Macon 
County, Ga., and there 
were many willing volun¬ 
teers. That the care con¬ 
sisted of minor treat¬ 
ment of conditions having 
-'othiiig to do with syphi¬ 
lis was not mentioned, 
nor was it mentioned 
that it was intended to 
follow as many cases 
as possible to post- 
morteti e.xamination. 

Since syphilis is known 
to have widely varying 
effects over the long 
term, the study was ad¬ 
vanced as a way to 
collect seientifie data on 
the effect of the spiro¬ 
chete on specific men.

The conflict is pro¬ 
vided by the soul 
searching that wracks 
the nurse who has sworn 
to follow the doctor’s 
directions and the 
justifications pro¬ 
vided by the doctors. 
The crisis comes when 
penicillin becomes 
available in 1946 and 
is widely administered in 
public health clinics. Will 
the doctors allow the 
sympathetic nurse to ruin 
their research by allowing 
her charges to receive the 
new treatment? 

The cast is remark¬ 
able. Best known is Carl 
Lumbly, who played De¬ 
tective Petrie on “Cagney 
and Lacey” for years, 
but Starletta Dupois as

In response to citi¬

A public hearing is 
scheduled before 
the City Council meet¬ 
ing on Tuesday, Aug. 7 
to consider these recom¬ 
mendations, which in¬ 
clude the reduction of 
building height in the 
R-1 zones to 25 
feet on lots with less 
than 75 feet of width at 
the building setback and 
to 30 feet on lots with 
more than 75 feet of 
width. 

Additionally, it is re¬ 
commended that the 
required setbacks be 
increased on the first 
floor to 10 percent of 
the width of the lot 
for the first floor and 
20 percent of the width 
of the lot for the 
second floor. On a typical 
75-foot wide R-1 lot, 
the first floor set¬ 


back requirement would 
be 15 feet rather than 
then 12 feet, five inches 
On a 100-foot wide lot, 
the first floor setback 
requirement would be 
10 feet, and the second 
floor setback would be 
20 feet rather than 15 
feet. 

Since 1987 when “large” 
homes first became an 
issue, the City Council 
has been working 
towards solutions to 
the problem which will 
balance the rights of 
property owners who 
want to add a second 
story onto their homes, 
the builder who wants 
to build a new two-story 
house and the rights of 
the neighboring pro¬ 
perty owners, reports 
Donna Butler, Arcadia 
senior planner.
